Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  medical  men  practising  in 
the  district  can  obtain  free  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  cases 
of  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever,  Tuberculosis  and  Meningitis. 
These  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Lister  Institute,  as  the 
Council  does  not  possess  the  necessary  fitted  laboratory. 

Throat  Swabs  examined  for  Diphtheria  ...  0 

Provision  of  Antitoxin. 

Medical  men  practising  in  this  district  can  obtain  a  free 
supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  It  is  kept  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  Potton  Road,  Biggleswade,  and  doctors  can  obtain  it 
according  to  their  requirements.  The  earlier  this  remedy  is  used 
in  a  case  of  Diphtheria,  t lie  greater  the  chance  of  recovery. 

Wherever  there  is  the  least  suspicion  of  Diphtheria,  it  is  wise 
to  inject  Antitoxin,  and  to  submit  a  swab  for  examination.  If  the 
latter  should  prove  to  be  negative,  no  harm  is  done,  and  should  it 
on  the  other  hand  be  positive,  much  valuable  time  has  been  saved. 
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Tetanus  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  County  Council,  Shire 
Hall,  Bedford.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  supply 
of  Botulinus  Antitoxin  Serum,  which  can  be  obtained  on  application 
from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Guild  Hall,  Cambridge. 


(b)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  infectious  cases  . Motor  ambulance  stationed  at  Isolation  Hospital, 

and  another  at  the  Mogerhanger  Sanatorium. 

For  non-infectious  cases  ...  One  motor  ambulance  at  the  Bigglewade  Police  Station 

Judging  from  the  experience  of  previous  years,  I  consider  the 
above  arrangements  are  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  dis¬ 
trict.  There  is  an  understanding  among  neighbouring  Authorities 
that  their  ambulances  would  be  available  in  a  case  of  emergency. 


2.  Nursing  in  the  Home,  (a)  General  Nursing. 

There  is  a  Nursing  Association  in  Sandy  which  has  about 
448  subscribers.  The  Committee  has  secured  the  services  of 
Nurse  Murrell  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Association  ;  she 
attends  Maternity,  Minor  Medical  and  Surgical  cases.  For  the  year 
under  review  the  nurse  has  paid  2299  visits  on  Midwifery, 
Surgical,  Medical  Anti-Natal  and  Casual  cases.  The  Association 
is  maintained  by  donations,  subscriptions,  fees  charged  to  non¬ 
subscribers  and  to  maternity  cases. 


(b)  Nursing  of  Cases  of  Infectious  Disease. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  which  takes  in  cases  of 
infectious  diseases.  Your  authority  does  not  provide  for  nursing 
in  the  home  for  such  cases. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1940. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Sanitary  Conditions  and  other  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
1940. 

The  outbreak  of  War  on  September  3rd,  1939,  caused  a 
suspension  of  normal  routine  and  created  many  other  duties,  such 
as  Evacuation,  Fuel  Control,  A. R.P.  Work  and  other  Civil  Defence 
activities. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  648  Evacuees  and  Refugees  were 
officially  billeted  in  Sandy. 

1.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Town  is  sewered  along  the  Main  Streets.  The  sewer 
runs  from  the  Station  Bridge  along  High  Street,  down  the  St. 
Neots  Road  as  far  as  the  New  Inn.  Another  sewer  runs  from 
Brickhill  Road,  along  Cambridge  Road,  Northcroft,  Bedford  Road 
and  the  Great  North  Road.  These  sewers  meet  and  the  sewage 
is  taken  to  the  Sewerage  Works  where  it  is  treated.  There  have 
been  no  extensions  to  the  sewers  this  year.  One  new  8-h.p.  semi- 
Diesel  Petter  engine  was  installed  to  replace  a  worn-out  engine. 
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The  engines  and  pumps  at  the  Sewerage  Works  are  working 
in  a  satisfactory  condition.  During  the  year  the  engines  and 
pumps  have  worked  an  average  per  day  of  9  hours  22  minutes,  as 
compared  with  an  average  of  8  hours  43  minutes  for  1939.  The 
Sewerage  Works  continue  to  produce  a  good  average  effluent 
despite  the  increased  quantity  of  sewage  dealt  with. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  Ivel  Internal  Drainage  Board  undertake  the  cleaning  out 
of  all  ditches  and  streams.  This  has  been  done  satisfactorily. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  1025  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system,  160  earth 
pails  and  7  privies.  Where  any  house  is  within  reasonable 
distance  of  the  sewer  the  water  carriage  system  is  installed. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse,  contents  of  pail  closets 
and  emptying  of  cesspools  is  carried  out  by  contract.  A  regular 
service  has  been  maintained  during  the  year.  The  disposal  of  the 
refuse  is  carried  out  by  controlled  tipping  and  particular  attention 
has  been  given  to  this  system  to  ensure  good  packing  and  covering.

3.  (iv)  Shops  and  Offices. 

Shops  Act,  1934. 

7  visits  have  been  made  under  the  above  Act  and  54  shops 
have  been  placed  on  the  Register.  In  5  cases  of  lock-up  shops 
where  the  accommodation  is  restricted,  the  Council  have  issued 
Certificates  of  Exemption  in  regard  to  the  provision  of  sanitary 
conveniences.  With  reference  to  Circular  1600  of  1st  June,  1937, 
no  action  has  been  found  to  be  necessary.

3.  (vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

One  public  Bathing  Pool  on  the  River  Ivel.  A  hut  has  been 
erected  by  the  Council  with  separate  dressing  accommodation  for 
each  sex,  together  with  diving  board.  The  Bathing  Huts  are 
provided  with  sanitary  convenience.  The  site  of  the  bathing 
place  is  on  a  stretch  of  the  river  where  the  banks  are  clean  and 
the  running  water  appears  to  be  satisfactory.

3  samples  have 
been  taken  for  bacteriological  examinations.

There  were  39  cases  of  this  disease  notified  this  year,  which 
is  a  large  number  for  a  small  Urban  Authority,  but  for  some  years 
the  number  of  cases  notified  has  been  very  small  ;  for  instance 
there  was  only  one  case  during  the  previous  year  ;  this  means  that 
there  is  a  larger  number  of  children  who  have  not  acquired 
sufficient  immunity  to  ward  off  the  infection  if  a  new  case  is  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  community.  During  the  year  under  review  a 
case  occurred  in  which  the  parents  refused  their  consent  for 
removal  of  the  child  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  We  ascertained 
there  was  definite  contact  between  members  of  this  household  and 
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members  of  the  household  of  the  next  case  that  fell  ill.  After  this 
we  insisted  on  all  patients  going  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  There 
were  a  few  return  cases  but  not  more  than  that  number  which 
usually  occurs  at  all  hospitals. 

Diphtheria. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Artificial  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

On  December  7th,  1940,  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a 
circular  in  which  it  was  urged  that  Artificial  Immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  was  essential  on  account  of  the  number  of  children 
evacuated  to  all  parts  of  the  country.  A  large  number  of  school 
children  were  immunised  under  this  government  scheme.
